Among methods of surface transportation, cars are 
probably the least efficient. And y et, at least until 
recently , cars carried an estimated 87 percent of 
interstate traffic, with planes carrying 11 percent and 
the remaining 2 percent split between buses and trains. 
The

from 
the 
three-year-old 
quasi-Govemment railroad agency, Amtrak, whose goal 
is to put a big dent in that 87 percent. And, boosted in 
large measure by the energy pinch, Amtrak appears to 
be doing just that. 
In a published interview, an Amtrak official said 
that the number of railroad passengers increased by 7 
to 9 percent during the first two years of the service, 
which was instituted to save a dying rail passenger 
industry . 
“Then, in 1973, the increase was about 24 percent 
for most of the y ear,” said the official, Fletcher 
Prouty , in an interview for Scripps League Newspapers. 
“For 
October through December, however, our 
ridership shot up 29 percent beyond the same period 
in 1972.” 
Amtrak now uses about 30,000 miles of track from 
coast to coast. However, there is already in place some 
300,000 miles of track — or ten times more than what 
is now being used for passenger service, making feasible 
greatly expanded service as demand increases. 
Although Amtrak is still heavily subsidized by the 
Federa l government, it grossed $202 million in 1973 
co mpa red to $162 million in 1972. It appears that the 
a g ency could be self-sustaining within two to three 
y ea rs if all goes well. 
We believe the government deserves a pat on the 
back for its unaccustomed foresight that led to 
creation of Amtrak in time to help cushion the effects 
of the energy shortage. Hopefully, increasing numbers 
of traveling Americans will decide to ridé the rails to 
help conserve our scarce energy resources.

SEPARATISM DRIFT 
AMONG THE BLACKS 
Whatever it is that doesn’t 
love a wall seems to be getting 
scarcer and scarcer these days. 
The lumps have been rising 
to the surface of the melting 
. pot for a long time now as 
many 
Americans 
show 
an 
increasing 
t e nd e nc y 
to 
withdraw into the comfort and 
security 
of 
ethnic 
groups. 
Despite 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
ph e n om e n on 
has 
been 
not ic ea b le 
among 
Poles, 
Italians, Irish and just about 
every mother nationality , has 
been 
most 
evident 
among 
blacks, for a lo! of reasons. 
And 
a 
i ece nt 
study 
indicates that the trend toward 
black separatism is increasing. 
T he 
study 
on 
“ racial 
sol idari ty 
and 
separat e 
education” Was conducted by 
William 
J. 
Wilson 
of 
the 
University 
of 
Chicago 
and 
Castellano 
B. 
Turner 
and 
William A. Darity , both of the 
University of Massachusetts. 
Writing in the University of 
Chicago School Review, they 
report that although there is 
still considerable division in the 
black communities of the two 
cities they studied, 56 per cent 
of their random sample oppose 
busing of schoolchildren, 38 
per cent favor black control of 
community schools and 22 per 
cent 
say 
that 
only 
black 
teachers should be allowed to 
teach black children. 
They also found that blacks 
who did not complete high 
s c h ool 
s h ow e d 
m or e 
isolationist tendencies than did 
high school graduates and that 
y ounger 
people 
(under 
30) 
were more often inclined to 
separatist ideas than were their 
elders 
This is disquieting. 
The problem is not that 
separatism is a reflection of 
black pride. Rather it is a 
ne ga t i ve 
expres s ion 
of 
frustration, or resignation to 
the 
fact 
that 
the 
white- 
dominated 
society 
is 
not 
serving the needs of its black 
minority . 
It is one thing to say “ Black 
is 
beautiful.” 
It 
is 
quite 
another thing to say, “ White is 
ugly .” 
That is why it is important 
to differentiate between the 
relatively healthy growth of 
ethnic pride in this country 
and the relatively unhealthy 
increase in ethnic isolationism. 
In his book “The Decline of 
the WASP,” Peter Schrag wrote 
that America is becoming “a 
nation of outsiders for whom 
no 
single 
sty le 
or 
ethnic 
remains 
possible.” 
And, he 
added, 
“ there is a growing 
necessity 
to 
preserve 
and 
enlarge 
the 
place apart, to 
reestablish the legitmacy of the 
things a man can call his own, 
not the goods of plastic, not 
the future of anony mity , but 
the privileges of being intrinsic, 
the 
integrity 
of 
p l a c e , 
the 
ability to love and to create in 
the present, the gratifications 
of immediate expression and 
engagement and the khiiity to 


live where one feels most at 
home.” 
The 
black 
separatist 
movement contains many of 
these elements, of course. But 
it 
also 
contains 
too 
many 
el e m e nt s 
of 
b it te rnes s, 
frustration, despair and hatred 
to be healthy for itself or for 
American society in general 
( h ow e ve r 
justified 
those 
feelings may be) 
For separatism is only a 
stop on the way to anarchy 
and while we are far from the 
d a n ge r 
of 
i m mi ne nt l y 
dissolving 
into 
200 
million 
distinct states, the closer we 
come to such chaos, the less 
able 
we 
are 
to 
meet 
our 
problems. 
Separatist blacks have to 
examine their motivations and 
try to determine what role 
paranoia play s in their desire to 
be splendidly alone. But more 
importantly , the rest of us have 
to try to understand what it is 
we have done to aggravate the 
harmful breaks in society and 
what it is we can do to help 
repair those breaks.

‘GO METRIC’ SAYS 
INDUSTRY EXPERT 
TO INCREASE EXPORTS 
Efforts to boost the volume 
of U. S. exports are being 
hampered 
by 
the 
nation’s 
iailure 
to 
switch 
from the 
English sy stem of weights and 
measures to the metric sy stem, 
a petroleum industry executive 
said. 


W. Andrew Wright, research 
scientist with the Sun Oil Co., 
Marcus Hook, Pa., pointed out 
that most of the world, is 
already using the metric sy stem 
— grams, liters 
centimeters, 
etc. 
“The world market,” he 
said, 
“ is 
in 
Europe, 
and 
elsewhere, 
where 
expanding 
n a t i o n a l 
e c o n o m i e s 
are producing 
the 
growing 
market. 
These 
markets 
are 
metric . . We no longer set the 
market 
specifications. 
The 
situation is now reversed and is 


beoming one of the prominent 
f a c t or s 
in 
the 
t rad e 
imbalance.” 
Wright said it is inevitable 
that the United States will go 
metric — ‘the real question is: 
when?” 
* It is obvious,” he added, 
“ that 
American 
industry 
is 
recognizing the problem and is 
no 
longer 
waiting 
for 
Congressional action. The U. S. 
Bureau 
of Standards 
found 
more than 70 per cent of 
business organizations in favor 
of change some time ago.” 
“ Since then, we see Ford 
Motor Company planning to 
build a metric engine plant in 
Ohio. General Motors has set 
up a conversion plan starting 
immediately and aimed at a 
short 
term conversion on a 
new product basis. Caterpillar 
Tractor I.B.M., and others are 
using the metric sy stem for all 
new designs .... The Aluminum 
Company of America is now 
involved 
in 
re-casting 
its 
lubricant specifications in the 
metric 
sy stem. 
These 
are 
typical examples of a growing 
list.” 
Wright recommended that 
the petroleum industry start 
“ immediately ” to convert its 
product 
specifications 
to 
a 
metric basis. 
“ If we start now,” he said, 
‘ ‘ we 
wi l l 
have 
some 
oppor t uni t y 
to 
properly 
consider .. 
simplifications in 
the product areas. These can 
reduce 
costs 
by eliminating 
excessive numbers of grades, 
d u pl i c a t i on s 
or 
nea r 
duplications. This will also aid 
our customers by providing less 
c on f u s i on 
in 
pr od uc t 
application.” 
Wright pointed 
out 
that 
Canada, Australia 
and 
New 
Zealand are in the process of 
converting 
to 
the 
metric 
sy stem, and that Britain will 
have completed its conversion 
period in 1975. 
He added: 
“ C ont i nue d 
delay 
in 
preparing 
to 
put 
American 
business on an equal footing 
with world wide competition 
can only further injure every 
corner of our economy .”

The reasons, say s Ray mond 
Loscoe of the National Safety 
Council, 
are

environment and the nature of 
the customer. He explains: 
“ First the job requires long 
hours of walking, stepping on 
and off vehicles, lifting heavy 
loads and dumping refuse into 
mechanical convey ances. 
“ Second, the environment 


provides such hindrances as 
narrow streets and alley s, low- 
hanging tree limbs, ice, snow, 
sleet, extrem e cold and heat 
and assorted vicious animals. 
“ But the patron creates the 
ultimate 
hazard 
when 
he 
‘booby -traps’ the target of the 
day ... by loading refuse cans 
with chunks of concrete or 
other heavy objects, placing 
loose broken glass in cans or 
using battered cans that have 
sharp edges, broken handles 
and rusted bottom s that are 
ready to collapse.” 
Some cans, of course, have 
been known to get in that 
condition because of less- than- 
gentle handling by the refuse 
collector. 
Nevertheless, 
as 
Lascoe 
points out, the man performs a 
valuable 
service 
to society . 
Why make his job any tougher 
than it is?

It is 
like a businessman selling the 
plans and components of his 
biggest factories to his mast 
threatening competitor. 


Exactly that was done last 
y ear when 
the U.S. - built 
Kama River truck plant was 
approved for the Soviet Union. 
Now

computer 
companies 
have

permission to bid on a contract 
to install their best air traffic 
control sy stem in the U.S.S.R. 
The White House Council cm 
International Economic Policy 


is just completing a 
study on 
computer 
exports 
which 
is 
expected 
to 
recommend 
a 
further 
relaxation 
of 
the 
already very loose remaining 
controls on the export of this 
most sophisticated electronic 
technokrgy to Russia. 
Malcolm R. Currie, director 
of 
Defense 
Research 
and 
Engineering 
in 
the 
Defense 
Department, has spoken out 
against this suicidal rush to sell 
the best products we have to 
our 
worst 
enemies. 
Soviet 
scientific knowledge matches 
ours, Currie says, but their 
manufacturing and production 
technology 
is 
still 
inferior 
overall. It is this gap that they 
intend to close by the simple 
process Of buy ing the best we 
have, on easy credit terms, and 
then copy ing it. 
The best the United States 
produces should 
be for the 
United States. Those who have 
sworn to “ bury us” should get 
none of it.

- T h e 
terrorist 
wing 
of the 
Irish 
Republican Army 
(IRA) has 
been equipped, presumably by 
Arab guerrillas, with Russian 
shoulder 
-fired 
missiles 
for 
s h oot i n g 
d ow n 
British 
helicopters. In addition, the 
Arabs 
are believed to have 
helped the IRA pepper London 
with bombs. 
T h e s e 
t wo 
unh a ppy 
disclosures are made in a secret 
U.S. 
intel li gence 
report 
ob t a i ne d 
by 
Rep. 
John 
Murphy , D -N.Y., and turned 
over 
to 
chairman 
Harley 
Staggers, D -W. Va., of the 
House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce committee. 


The British helicopters in 
Northern Ireland, besides their 
a dva nt ages 
over 
ground 
vehicles for surveillance, have 
been used to transport troops 
rapidly from onetrouble spot to 
the next. IRA gunfire, so far, 
has not been effective against 
them. 
The Strella SA -7 missiles, 
however, 
have 
a 
range 
of 
almost three miles and can be 
aimed and fired in seconds. 
They “ home” on the heat from 
jet motors or can be fired like 
ordinary 
weapons 
at 
prop 
-driven planes, helicopters or 
objects. 


“ Arab terrorists (are) loose 
in Europe and England” and 
are armed with the 30 -pound 
rockets, said the intelligence 
report, developed by the CIA, 
and summarized and circulated 
to the FBI, Secret Service, 
f e d e r a l 
A v i a t i o n 
Administration 
and 
other 
sensitive agencies. The missiles, 
said 
the 
r e por t , 
were 
“ originally 
smuggled 
into 
Belgium in Liby an diplomatic 
pouches.... 


“ Liby a has publicly stated 
its support of the IRA as a 
revolutionary movement,” the 
report 
went 
on. 
“ British 
intelligence (has) stated there is 
‘firm 
evidence’ 
that 
Arab 
terrorists are working with the 
Irish Republican Army and are 
part of the bombing 
campaign 
which has plagued 
London in 
recent months. 
“ British officials have also 
received 
intelligence 
reports 
that the Russian -built SA- 7 


missiles are in the hands of the 
IRA in Northern Ireland,” the 
document warned. 
“ Sources indicate they are 
for 
use 
against 
British 
helicopters along the border 
between 
Ireland 
and 
those 
counties under UK (British) 
control.” 


The secret advisory said the 
British 
Army 
is 
“on 
alert 
especially during the day when 
the danger is greatest as the 
terrorists would probably have 
to rely on visual sighting.” At 
night, jet aircraft would also be 
vulverable because the missies 
seek out the heat from their jet 
blasts, said the report. 
There is danger even if the 
missiles do not hit their target. 
They then zoom to seek out 
ot h e r 
jet 
planes, 
school 
chimney s or, indeed, any heat 
source. 
At 
Heathrow 
airport 
in 
London, as we reported on 
Feb. 10, the British Army was 
put on alert for Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s visit 
because 
intelligence 
reports 
had 
indicated Arab fanatics 
planned to shoot a Strella up 
his plane’s jetpipe.

A Relentless War 
But the war against fat 
has been so relentless that 
some o f us might believe it is 
a kind of poison.

Even the people who tell 
you to fear cholesterol only 
suggest about 
10 per cent 
reduction

cholesterol theorists suggest a 
reduction 
to 35 per cent. 
Most nutritionists, I believe, 
agree this is a good idea. The 
argument simply is whether 
there is any sense in eating 
less saturated fats and more 
polyunsaturated fats.

Foreman stops Norton in 2nd 


CARACAS 
(AP) — World heavyweight champion 
George Foreman, who retained his heavyweight boxing 
title 
Tuesday 
night against Ken Norton, turned his 
attention now to a $10 million fight with former champion 
Muhammad Ali scheduled for late September in Africa. 
Norton also turned his attention to the Foreman-Ali 
fight and chose the former champion to win saying “ he is 
a classic boxer.” 
Norton, a 28-year-old ex-Marine, was stopped in the 
second round. 
A dejected Norton told newsmen in his dressing room 
he did not plan to quit boxing after falling before 
Foreman. 


“ I am not a quiter and I am not going to quit a loser,” 
the challenger said, adding “ I would like to fight Foreman 
again after the Ali-Foreman fight.” 
Norton won himself fame and money in the ring after 
two fights with Ali, one of which he won and another he 
lost. Both fights were split decisions. 
The champion said he was sure he could whip Ali in 
two rounds if they met. 
Commenting on his fight with Norton, the champ said 
he felt a few of the challenger’s punches “ but they did 
nothing to m e.” 
“ A right hand under the heart shook him. As soon as 1 
hit him with that right in the second, I heard him grunt. I 


knew it was the end for N orton,” the champion told 
newsmen. 
“ That really took it out of him ,” Foreman said of the 
man he fought for his second title defense since he took 
the crown away from Joe Frazier in 1973. 
The champion said he “ prayed to God before the fight 
and my prayers were answered.” 
“ When I hurt a guy I’ve got to go out and finish him 
because it’s my job,” Foreman said. “ Most of my fights 
end in the first or second round and that goes for a fight 
with Ali. It’s either he gets me or I’ll get him .”

Cancer must be controlled. 
Research into treatment and 
prevention is a necessity. 
The Senate Committee on 
Labor and Public Welfare, of 
which I am a member, recently 
approved the National Cancer

1974,

cosponsored. It is designed to 
c o n tin u e 
and 
strengthen 
c u rre n t 
c a n c e r 
research 
programs. 
Progress 
has

made. 
The first National Cancer Act 
passed in 1971. This past fall

I n s t i t u t e 
r e p o r t e d 
i m p r o v e m e n t s 
in 
the 
percentage of patients surviving 
more than three years after 
diagnosis of several kinds of 
cancer, including leukemia. 
But 
this 
progress

enough. The A ct of 1974 calls 
for the N C I to develop and 
coordinate a national strategy 
against cancer. Communication 
between the research centers 
and 
the 
Institute 
w ill 
be 
improved. 
Research 
results 
m u s t 
be 
q u i c k l y 
and 
s y s t e m a t i c a l l y 
put 
into 
widespread 
use 
for 
cancer 
prevention, 
detection 
and 
treatment. 
Impoundment of funds for 
medical research is a threat to 
the fight against cancer. Cancer 
will not be understood until 
the fundamental life processes 
are understood. This requires 
re se a rc h 
in 
all 
of 
the 
biosciences. In 1973, funds for 
s e v e r a l 
h e a lt h 
research 
programs were impounded by 
the Adm inistration. This only 
im peded 
our 
progress 
in 
fighting cancer. A few more 
lives may have been lost. 
To help prevent this, the 
1974 National Cancer A ct calls 
for 
a 
Biom edical 
Research 
Panel. This panel w ill monitor 
the development and execution 
o f 
b i o m e d i c a l 
re sea rc h 
programs 
o f 
the 
National 
Institute » of 
Health. It will 
also im m ediately report to the 
President and to the Senate 
Labor 
and 
Public 
Welfare 
Committee 
any 
delays 
or 
blockages in the execution of 
these research programs. 
A n o t h e r 
c o n c e p t 
strengthened in the new act is 
peer review of grants. A ll grant 
applications for over $35,000 
will be thoroughly studied to 
be sure of their merits and 
prevent 
the 
possibility 
of 
duplicating research. 
With a higher death rate 
from cancer than the United 
States as a whole, Missourians 
have a special stake in cancer 
research. More people between 
the ages 35 and44 in Missouri 
died of cancer than from any 
cause, and cancer was among 
the five leading killers for all 
ages except persons less than 
one year old. 
I am hopeful the Senate 
and the House will quickly pass 
this 
legislation 
so 
the 
fight 
against cancer can continue.

1 egg, separated 
1 rounded tablespoon sour 
cream 
P/4 cups unsifted flour 
2-3rds cup ginger marmalade 
Butter and flour a baking pan 
(about 11 by 7 by 1 Vi inches). 
In a medium mixing bowl with 
a wooden spoon, cream butter 
and sugar; thoroughly stir in 
egg yolk and sour cream. With 
your hands, gradually work in 
the flour, scraping bowl with a 
spatula at end of mixing and 
rounding dough into a ball — it 
will be very sctft. Cover tightly 
and freeze until firm. Cut into 
quarters; work with V4 at a 
time, keeping remainder refrig­ 
erated. Finch off small pieces 
of a V4 
portion and soften 
slightly 
with 
fingers; 
pat 
pieces, as you pinch them off, 
to cover half of bottom and Vi- 
inch up half of sides of pre­ 
pared pan; cover remaining 
half of pan with another V4 por­ 
tion of the dough; 
smooth. 
Spread with marmalade. Using 
the same method, pat remain­ 
ing 2 portions of dough over the 
marmalade (but not up sides of 
pan) and smooth. Pour the un­ 
beaten egg white over the top 
and spread evenly; pour off ex­ 
cess egg white. Bake in a pre­ 
heated 375-degree oven until 
golden-brown — 30 minutes. 
Cool. Loosen edges. Cut into 
diamond shapes.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
wondering about the right 
and 
wrong techniques of 
moot h-to-mouth 
respiration 
and what the dangers art* 
when done wrong? 
1 am elderly. 1 had been 
listening to a talk attentively 
and under tension for one 
long hour. When I was stand* 
lnK up rig h t a l t e r th a t I 
passed out. 
When I soon became semi* 
conscious someone near me 
raised my head, pinched my 
nose shut tightly and pushed 
my lower jaw down tightly 
and began mouth-to-mouth 
respiration. It stopped my 
breath. It seemed like I was 
in torture. I pulled away and 
blacked out again. When 
became conscious again 
longue got thick and 
lower jaw was so stiff I could 
hardly answer questions. 
When should moot h-to- 
mout h respiration he given 
and how? 
DEAR READER - I would 
imagine that mouth-to-mouth 
respiration would bo very un- 
e o m t o r t a b l e il you w e re 
breathing normally on your 
ow n.

A r t i f i c i a l 
r e s p i r a t i o n 
should be given when the 
breathing has stopped, II the 
breathing is very shallow and 
infrequent it might be diffi­ 
cult to be sure that a person is 
still breathing. II there is any 
doubt then one can suspect 
that respiration is not adequ­ 
ate and it would probably In* 
better to do it than not do it 
Respiration does stop in some 
cases during a heart attack, a 
stro k e , or o t h e r m e d ic a l 
problems. 
Properly done, the mouth is 
opened. A tra in e d person 
might be sure that the tongue 
hasn’t fallen back into the 
t h r o a t b l o c k i n g th e a i r 
passages or, if possible, see 
that food is not lodged in the 
windpipe. 
The victim’s head is tilted 
back. The nose is closed or 
pinched shut and the person 
giving the artificial respira­ 
tion puts his mouth over the 
victim’s and exhales into the 
mouth. Obviously, if the nose 
is not closed the air simply 
rushes out the nose and not 
into tin* lungs. 
Also, the 
mouth has to have a tight 
enough lit not to lose air. If 
t h e 
w i n d p i p (* 
i s 
n o t 


obstructed the exhaled air 
goes into the victim s lungs. 
The chest should expand as it 
does with normal breathing. 
Next, the mouth is removed 
and the victim naturally ex­ 
hales. Then the procedure is 
repeated so that the person 
giving the re sp iratio n e x ­ 
hales each breath into the 
vic tim ’s mouth. 
Basically 
each time the donor exhales 
his breath goes into the vie 
tim’s lungs and when he takes 
his mouth off to get a new 
breath the victim is releasing 
the air from his lungs. 
Fortunately, 
re sp iratio n 
resumes normally in many 
people after a few breaths 
this way. If it doesn't then the 
process is continued until 
m edical help can he o b ­ 
tained.

The danger in giving a r ­ 


tificial respiration is minimal 
indeed. The danger is in fail­ 
ing to give It when needed. If 
the procedure is continued 
lor a relatively long period of 
time some residual soreness 
of the jaw might occur and 
your mouth might not feel 
normal. 
If you had a simple faint 
then you might not 
have 
needed artificial respiration 
but 
the only people who 
would know would be those 
present at the time and able 
to observe your b re a th in g 
pattern. 
When an adult is giving a r ­ 
tificial respiration to a young 
child, then it is often possible 
and best, to cover both ttie 
nose and the mouth of the 
child with the adult’s mouth.

“ It isn’t original with us,” 
he said, “hut has been done in 
small liberal arts colleges where 
the student contracted his plan 
of study from a list of courses 
offered.” 
When the division chairman 
first mentioned the prospect in 
a meeting with the heads of the 
science and math departments, 
it was greeted with enthusiasm.

Jake and Barney were tw o vicious dogs who frequently 
terrorized pedestrians using the public streets. The barked, 
snarled and even bit one or two victims. Despite several 
warnings to their owners, the dogs were permitted to continue 
their delinquent ways unabated. 
When they bit Mr. Jones, however, instead of biting them 
back, which was his first inclination, Mr. Jones sued the city for 
his injuries. 
Under the law, 
argued Mr, Jones in court, “a city is 
responsible lor maintaining its sidewalks in a sale condition. 
With Jake and Barney perm itted to roam them, no sidewalk was 
safe.“ 
“ He s got it all wrong,” responded a municipal official. “ A 
city s obligation to keep its sidewalks safe refers to keeping 
them in good repair. Since a vicious dog is not a defect in the 
sidewalk and since a defective sidewalk can ’t be vicious, Mr, 
Jones can’t claim that he was injured as the result of an unsafe 
sidewalk.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you hold the city liable 
for maintaining a vicious sidewalk? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that where 
impoundable vicious dogs are permitted to prowl city sidewalks 
with the knowledge ol city officials who also know that their 
owners have failed or refused to control or confine them , the 
city can be held liable to a person bitten by such a dog for 
failing to maintain its public sidewalks in a safe condition. 
This decision, noted the judge, refers only to dangerous 
conditions to human beings created by nonhuman animals and 
not by other human beings, in other words, concluded the judge 
in effect, a city cannot be held liable for failing to maintain its 
sidewalks in a sale condition where, for example, a drunk 
bumps into another and causes injury.

Among methods of surface transportation, cars are 
probably the least efficient. And yet, at least until 
recently, cars carried an estimated 87 percent of 
interstate traffic, with planes carrying 11 percent and 
the remaining 2 percent split between buses and trains. 
The 
figures 
com e 
from 
the 
three-year-old 
quasi-Government railroad agency, Amtrak, whose goal 
is to put a big dent in that 87 percent. And, boosted in 
large measure by the energy pinch, Amtrak appears to 
be doing just that. 
In a published interview, an Amtrak official 
said 
that the number of railroad passengers increased by 7 
to 9 percent during the first tw o years of the service, 
which was instituted to save a dying rail passenger 
industry. 
“Then, in 1973, the increase was about 24 percent 
for m ost o f the year,” said the official, Fletcher 
Prouty, in an interview for Scripps League Newspapers. 
“ For 
October 
through 
December, 
however, 
our 
ridership shot up 29 percent beyond the same period 
in 1972.” 
Amtrak now uses about 30,000 miles of track from 
coast to coast. However, there is already in place some 
300,000 miles of track — or ten times more than what 
is now being used for passenger service, making feasible 
greatly expanded service as demand increases. 
Although Amtrak is still heavily subsidized by the 
Federal government, it grossed $202 million in 1973 
compared to $162 million in 1972. It appears that the 
agency could be self-sustaining within two to three 
years if all goes well. 
We believe the government deserves a pat on the K a m e n s k y 
( C o m e n iu s ) 
back 
for its unaccustomed

creation of Amtrak in time to help cushion the effects 
of the energy shortage.

varying degrees of liking for 
fat. One person may prefer 
leaner meats than another. I 
may put more butter on m y 
bread than you do. And none 
of us should overdo fat in 
our meals anym ore than we 
s h o u ld 
o v e rd o

substances, 
hike 
salt,

pepper, or whatever. 
A Relentless War 
But the war against fat 
has been so relentless that 
some of us might believe it is 
a kind of poison. Instead, I 
suggest you would not wish 
to

anywhere near devoid of fat. 
Even the people who tell 
you to fear cholesterol only 
suggest about 
10 per cent 
reduction

cholesterol theorists suggest a

Most nutritionists, I believe, 
agree this is a good idea.

CARACAS 
(AP) — World heavyweight champion 
George Foreman, who retained his heavyweight boxing 
title 
Tuesday 
night against Ken Norton, turned his 
attention now to a $10 million fight with former champion 
Muhammad Ali scheduled for late September in Africa. 
Norton also turned his attention to the Foreman-Ali 
fight and chose the former champion to win saying “ he is 
a classic boxer.” 
Norton, a 28-year-old ex-Marine, was stopped in the 
second round. 
A dejected Norton told newsmen in his dressing room 
he did not plan to quit boxing after falling before 
Foreman. 


“ I am not a quiter and I am not going to quit a loser,” 
the challenger said, adding “ I would like to fight Foreman 
again after the Ali-Foreman fight,” 
Norton won himself fame and money in the ring after 
two fights with Ali, one of which he won and another he 
lost. Both fights were split decisions. 
The champion said he was sure he could whip Ali in 
two rounds if they met. 
Commenting on his fight with Norton, the champ said 
he felt a few of the challenger’s punches “ but they did 
nothing to m e.” 
“ A right hand under the heart shook him. As soon as 1 
hit him with that right in the second, I heard him grunt. I 


knew it was the end for N orton,” the champion told 
newsmen. 
“ That really took it out of him ,” Foreman said of the 
man he fought for his second title defense since he took 
the crown away from Joe Frazier in 1973. 
The champion said he “ prayed to God before the fight 
and my prayers were answered.” 
“ When I hurt a guy I’ve got to go out and finish him 
because it’s my job,” Foreman said. “ Most of my fights 
end in the first or second round and that goes for a fight 
with Ali. It’s either he gets me or I’ll get him .” 
Commenting on his injured knee, the champion said it

The cancer death rate in 
Missouri is 14 per cent higher 
than the rate in the United 
States. In 1950 there were 160 
cancer deaths in Missouri per

I am elderly. I had been 
listening to a talk attentively 
and under tension for one 
long hour. When I was stand­

When I soon became semi­ 
conscious someone near me 
raised my head, pinched my 
nose shut tightly and pushed 
my lower jaw down tightly 
and began mouth to-mouth 
respiration. It stopped my 
breath. It seemed like 1 was 
in torture. I pulled away and 
blacked out again. When I 
became conscious again my 
tongue got thick and my 
lower jaw was so stiff I could 
hardly answer questions. 
When should mouth-to- 
mouth respiration be given 
and how? 
DKAK KKADKK - I would 
imagine that mouth-to-mouth 
respiration would be very un­ 
com fortable it you were 
breathing normally on your 
own. 


A r t if ic ia l 
resp i ra 11on 
should be given when the 
breathing has stopped. If the 
breathing is very shallow and 
infrequent it might be diffi­ 
cult to be sure that a person is 
still breathing. If there is any 
doubt then one can suspect

limit to the program other than 
the imagination and interests 
of the student involved.” 
The basic requirements for 
a bachelor of science degree 
w i t h

interdisciplinary studies are 14 
hours of communications and 
humanities, 1 0 hours o f natural 
and mathematical sciences, 14 
hours of social studies, and 
f o u r 
h o u rs 
o f 
physical 
education. 
In addition, as contracted 
by the students, the work must

departments and usually can 
include no more than 30 hours

major or minor as defined in 
other curricula is not required. 
A student interested in this 
program writes a letter to Dr.

for approval.

other majors), so wre’re dealing

“ Under the law,” argued Mr. Jones in court, “ a city is 
responsible for maintaining its sidewalks in a safe condition. 
With Jake and Barney permitted to roam them, no sidewalk was 
safe.” 
“ H e’s got it all wrong,” responded a municipal official. “ A 
city's obligation to keep its sidewalks sale refers to keeping 
them in good repair. Since a vicious dog is not a defect in the 
sidewalk and since a defective sidewalk c a n t 1m* vicious, Mr. 
Jones can't claim that he was injured as the result of an unsafe 
sidewalk.” 
IF Y O U W E R E T H E JU D G E , would you hold the city liable 
for maintaining a vicious sidewalk? 
This is how the judge ruled: Y F«S* The judge held that where 
impoundable vicious dogs are |>crinitted to prowl city sidewalks 
with the knowledge of city officials who also know that their 
owners have failed or refused to control or confine them , the 
city can 1m* held liable to a |M*rson bitten by such a dog fur 
failing to maintain its public sidewalks in a safe condition. 
This decision, noted the judge, refers only to dangerous 
conditions to human beings created by nonhuman animals and 
not by other human beings. In other words, concluded the judge 
in effect, a city cannot lie held liable for failing to maintain Its
